Roosevelt will be the big forces in 
the coming campaign to overthrow 
the Wilson administration and elect 
Mr. Hughes. 

One important announcement that 
emanated from Mr. Hughes's head- 
quarters was that Col. Roosevelt had 
accepted the invitation of Mr. 
Hughes to dine with him tomorrow 
night at the Hotel Astor. Another 


announcement was that Wiililam R. 
Willcox, former chairman of the 
New York City Public Service Com- 
mission, had been named as chair- 
man of the Republican National 
Committee to direct the campaign. 
Mr. Willcox was the personal choice 
of Mr. Hughes, and there was a well- 
founded rumor that Col. Roosevelt 
had approved of the selection of Mr. 
before announcement was 
made of his selection. 

There also were rumors, based on 
authentic information, of an even 
more comprehensive programme to 
unite ail factions in an effort to 
sweep the country. These rumors 
pictured a whirlwind campaign, 
with Mr. Hughes, Col. Roosevelt and 
former President Taft touring the 
country in the interest of the nom- 
inee. There was talk also of a 
reconciliation between Col. Roose- 
velt and Mr. Taft, who was over- 
thrown by Roosevelt in 1912, and 
not a few expressed the confident 
belief that this would shortly be 
brought about. 

CAMPAIGN STARTS EARLY. 
It was stated by some of the close 
advisers of Mr. Hughes that the 
campaign in view of the situation in 
Mexico and the return of Col. Roose- 
velt and his Progressive party mem- 
bers to the Republican fold might 
be started earlier than had been 
proposed. One report had it that 
Mr. Hughes might go to California 
late in August or early in September 
and open his campaign there, while 
Col. Roosevelt, Mr. Taft and others 
would begin to stir things up in the 
East and Middle West. Two former 
Presidents and the nominee it was 
hinted would present a formidable 
front to the enemy, and such a com- 
bination would make the most spec- 
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tacular campaign in the 
the country’s politics.

Instead of merely raising $150,- 
000,000 by new forms of taxation, as 
proposed by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo last month, it became 
evident today that it will be neces- 
sary to raise about $350,000,000. On 
May 18 Secretary McAdoo made a 
statement to the House Ways and 
Means Committee that only about 
$150,000,000 additional revenue 
would have to be provided during the 
coming year. In making this state- 
ment Mr. McAdoo figured the addi- 
tional cost of preparedness during 
the next fiscal year at from $90,000,- 
000 to $100,000,000. That is, he fig- 
ured the apppropriations to be spent 
during the fiscal year of 1917 would 
exceed these of 1916—the fiscal year 
which will close June 30—by from 
$90,000,000 to $100,000,000. 


NAVY'S PORTION. 


Today the Navy Department com- 
pleted its figures in the naval bill 
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| which has been drawn up by the | 
Senate subcommittee consisting of 
Senators Tillman, Lodge and Swan- 
son. The amount which will be ap- 
propriated for 1917 will be, accord- 
ing to these figures, $311,406,343.55. 
This is in excess of the figures for 
the present year’s appropriations by 
more than $151,000,000., 

Figuring roughly, the increases in 
the preparedness bills pending or 
passed by Congress for the next fiscal 
year over similar bills for this year 
are as follows: 

Navy, $151,000,000; army, $87,-

votes. Here again, landslides are 
not taken into account. 

Politicians assert that, with Roose- 
velt and a large share of the Bull 
Moose supporting Hughes, Wilson 
will not have any such walk-away 
as in 1912, even though he should 
be destined once more to win. 

The Democratic campaign man- 
agement is not going to scatter its 
ammunition so far as the national 
campaign is concerned. 

It will center on New York, New 

ersey, Ohio, Indiana and a small 
number of other States. 

Building on the foundation of the 
solid South, the Democrats will try 
to capture enough electoral votes 
outside that domain to win. 

In the States of the solid South, 
that is, in Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Texas and Virginia, 
there are 126 electoral votes. 

This means the Democrats to elect 
Willson again must get 140 electoral 
votes outside the South.

BENEFIT OF THE DOUBT. 

This gives the Democrats the 
benefit of the doubt in the border 
States of Maryland, Kentucky, Mis- 
souri and Oklahoma.

If New York be eliminated from 
the Democratic list, then the pro- 
phets declare the Democratic 
chances are extremely slim. 

On paper, one can figure out 
where they might make up for the 
deficiency.

UNION THREAT 
AGAINST JUDGE. 


Blackmailers Busy Again in 
Trial of Agitators. 


Restaurant Belonging to a 
Witness is Wrecked. 
Men Summoned on the Panel 
are Afraid to Serve. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLOUSIVE DISPATCH. | 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 27.—Judge Kirkham 
Sancan, trial judge in the union- 
labor extortion and conspiracy cases, 
today stated in open court that his 
life had been threatened, “unless 
‘the case went right.” 

His statements were made im- 
mediately after he had been notified 
that a bomb had wrecked the res- 
taurant at No. 1809 West Van Buren 
street, owned by Thomas Petrakos, 
who testified that he had been black- 
mailed out of money in payment for 
protection from vandalism by two of 
the defendants. Threats also were 
made against Assistant State's At- 
torney Nicholas Michels, who is 
prosecuting the case. State’s Attor- 
ney Hoyne said he believed the 
wrecking of, Petrakos’s restaurant 
was the opening of a war of intim- 
idation by friends of the labor 
leaders to frighten witnesses from 
testifying. 

“The court has been called to the 
telephone four or five times and 
threats made if this case should not 
go right for the defendants,” said 
Judge Scanlan. The judge then 
postponed hearing an argument un- 
til Wednesday and threatened to 
send all the defendants to jail if 
anything further happens to Petra- 
kos or his property. 

MICHELS THREAT. 


It was after the judge had told 
of receiving threatening telephone 
calls that Assistant State’s Aattorney 
Michels disclosed that he had been 
threatened. 

“Some one is going to get killed 
before this trial is over,” said As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Michels to 
associates. “When we were selecting 
the jury—it was in the first week in 
May—I was at my home at No. 6426 
South Union avenue one night and 
received a telephone call. Some man 
talked to me and said he was a ser- 
geant at the Englewood station. 
‘There's been a murder and we've 
got the maniand we want you to 
come over and take his statement,’ 
he said. 

“I started out of the house and 
had gone about a half block when 
I saw a biack touring car standing 
at one side of the street. There 
were four or five men in it. In some 
way it aroused my suspicions and I 
went back into the house and called 
up the Englewood police. They told 
me they had not telephoned to me 
and that no murder had occurred. 

“That incident was simply a plot 
to ‘get’ me. They tried to lure me 
away from the house.” 

“One of the State’s most impor- 
tant witnesses has been attacked 
by a bomb explosion at his place 
of business.” said Assistant State's 
Attorney Marvin Barnhart. ““We be- 
lieve the court should -make an in- 


quiry and that the bonds of these: 


defendants should be greatly  in- 
creased or that they be put in fail 
for the remainder of this trial. if 
the facts are as I belleve them to 
be.”’ 

SCANLAN’S STATEMENT. 


“This court has received four or 
five telephone calls threatening my 
life if this case does not go right 
for the defendants,” Judge Scanian 
said. “It doesn’t affect me. 

“T have been through too manv 
sieges to let a thing like that worry 
me. But this is a very serious propo- 
sition. At the time the furors were 
being selected fifty or sixty ventire- 
men swore that they were afraid to 
sit on the jury. | 

“The question in the court’s mind 
in regard to the bomb explosion is 
whether it does not. amount to the 
intimidation of ‘witnesses, The prin- 
cipal question is, what steps shall 
be taken to protect the witnesses 
who have not yet testified. | 

“J am more concerned about 
them than I am about this bomb 
throwing, as I believe it tends to- 
ward intimidation of those witness- 
es who are waiting to testify. Such 
an occurrence would not affect me. 
but it might affect some of the wit- 
nesses.”

DOWN ON ARBITRATION.

Charles A. Douglas, recently em- 
ployed as Gen. Carranza’s legal ad- 
viser here, called on Counsellor Polk 
at the State Department. He and Dr.

tan Sisal Commission, had received 
word from Luis Cabrera, the Mex- 
ican Finance Minister, that Gen. 
Carranza was disposed to appeal to 
the arbitration provisions of the 
treaty of 1848, provided the United 
States was willing to submit the dis- 
pute to peaceful negotiations, 

Mr. Douglas is understood to have 
suggested that the arbitration pro- 
vided for under section 21 of the 
treaty could well be employed to for- 
mulate a definite question as  be- 
tween the two governments, whic 
in turn, might be settled by arbitra- 
tion. He left the conference with the 
clear impression that the Washing- 
ton government would listen to no 
mediation surgestions. 

TO AVOID HOSTILITIES. 

It has been very plainly indicated 
that unconditional surrender of the 
American prisoners held at Chihua- 
hua City would be the only imme- 
diate step Gen. Carranza could take 
to avoid hostilities. Whether a 
mediation proposal might be constd- 
ere after their release is a matter 


of speculation. Officials have no de- 


sire even to talk matters over on a 
hypothetical basis, founded on what 
might be possible if the prisoners 
were given up. No person interested 
in maintaining peace between the 
governments has been able to ob- 
tain any statement as to what migtet 
be accomplished toward mediation 
of the situation along the border. 

There is reason to believe, how- 
ever, that a plan which did not in- 
volve a military status quo in Mex- 
ico and the consequent hampering 
of Gen. Funston’s disposition to 
guard the international line from 
would be considered, at 
least, if the captured troopers were 
freed first. 

The State Department late in the 
day received its first official news 
of the cavalrymen prisoners from 
other than Mexican sources. 


CAPTIVES WELL TREATED. 


The British Consul at Chihuahua 
City transmitted a report through 
the embassy saying that the twenty- 
three troopers and an interpreter 
were being well treated, and that 
the injuries of the two wounded 
men were slight.

LONDON, June 27.—The official

“Last night southeast of the Ypres 
salient a German attack was repulsed 
near the Ypres-Menin canal. All 
along the front our patrols were ac- 
tive, entering enemy trenches at nu- 
merous points and inflicting many 
casualties and capturing a few pris- 
oners. Early this morning we suc- 
cessfully exploded two mines near 
Loos. In connection with one of the 
explosion the Leinster regiment in- 
flicted many casualties on the enemy 
during a successful raid. 

“Yesterday in the air numerous 
hostile aircraft were encountered on 
the enemy's side of the line. Five of 
our machines engaged four Fokkers, 
two of which were brought down and 
fell out of control.

SAYS PRISON UNSANITARY. 


Dr. Haynes Criticises Administration 
at San Quentin. ' 
A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 27.—Dr. 
John R, Haynes g& Los Angeles, a 
member of the State Board of Chari- 
ties, has criticised the State adminis- 
tration for alleged improper sanitary 
and housing conditions at the San 
Quentin Penitentiary, in a report to 
the board, made public here today. 
Dr. Haynes’s censure referred par- 
ticularly to the new cell houses, 
which he said were unwisely built, 
as few of the cells receive sunlight. 


The State was charged, in the re- 
port, with violating the housing 
laws. 


“In the second tier, three or more 
men are confined to a cell under un- 
sanitary candition and in _ direct 
violation of the law requiring 600 
cubie feet for each inmate of a 
room,” the report said. “It is cer- 
tainly an extraordinary state of af- 
fairs when a State should put men 
behind bars for violating the law 
and then in the very institution pro- 
vided for lawbreakers, break the law 
itself and impair the health of those 
now helpless, whom it is supposed 
to protect and reform.” 

The report commended the educa- 
tional work being done at the prison 
and the work, as a whole, under the 
administration of Warden James A.

Troop D of Los Angeles was sore 
last night from injection for typhoid 
fever; it ig irritable and wholly out 
of humor tonight as every left arm 
in the troop was scraped this morning 
for the injection of smallpox vac- 
cine. The troopers protest that they 
would not mind wounds if received 
in an open fight, but they abject to 
attacks of the medical squad. The 
troop is fortunate, however, as not 
one of the troopers is in the hospital. 
NO TENTS FOR SEVENTH. 


Camp Sacramento is rapidly put- 
ting on a military appearance. The 
Seventh Regiment kicked up im- 
mense quantities of dust and alkali 
this morning getting their equipment 
in shape, but tonight they have 
quieted down. The fighting Seventh 
arrived in camp several] hours ahead 
of its equipment and slept Monday 
night in the open air. 

This morning’s rations were dis- 
tributed to the regiment and the 
men prepared for an extra breakfast 
to make up for the dinner they 
missed Monday’ night. But there 
was a slight hitch; the rations were 
uncooked and the stoves for the 
regiment were delayed somewhere 
en route.

50-CENT water rate for Los 
A anseies proper, including all its 
immediate annexed sections ex- 
cept The Palms, and a 75-cent rate 
for Wilmington and San Pedro is 
recommended by the Public Service 
Commission to the City Council, 
ghis is proposed as a relief to the 
rate-payer, in conjunction with a 
proposed diversion of a portion of 
the water revenues to the payment 
of interest and sinking fund on 
aqueduct bonds, 
* A resolution to this effect was 
|adopted at yesterday's meeting of 
the commission. This is an outcome 
of the recent movement in the City 
Council, urged through the activities 
of Councilman Conwell, to secure 
from the water board a diversion of 
$500,000 from its water revenues to 
be used in the payment of interest 
and sinking fund for aqueduct bonds. 
The report of the committee of the 
whole of the Public Service Com- 
mission, which met just before the 
recular session yesterday, and con- 
ferred with Councilmen Wheeler and 
Betkouski of the Finance Commit- 
tee, and Councilman Topham and 
Councilwoman lindsey, went into 


many details of the situation regard- 
ing water revenues and expenditures. 

The summary of the points agreed 
upon as a relief measure for the city 
showed a total of $594,047.49 as the 
amount which the commission pro- 
‘posed to use to relieve the situation

ON HIS WAY TO 
CLEAN UP SIAM. 


Sanitary Expert Invited by 
King Arrives Here. 


Monarch’s to be Shown the 
Latest in Hygiene. 
Visitor Fresh from Service 
with the Serbians. 


When King Vagiravudh of Siam/|- 
requested the United States govern- 
ment eight months ago to send him 
an adviser on health and sanitation, 
Dr. Ralph W. Mendelsohn, who ar- 
rived here yesterday on his way to 
the peninsular kingdom, was in Ser- 
bia assisting in the sanitation of 
what was-left of that kingdom. 

“I expect no difficulties in the 


work at Siam,” said Dr. Mendelsohn. 
“The court language is English, the 
King was educated at Oxford and is 
a very progressive ruler. I will have 
the entire co-operation of the gov- 
ernment in the work of organization 
and my biggest difficulty will be in 
the employment of local talent in 
the various positions. But there is 
quite a medical school in Siam and 
I will use these graduates in my 
work. 

“The first thing will be the mak- 
ing of a sanitary survey of the coun- 
try. This will take some little time 
and will necessitate considerable la- 
bor. After that, knowing the coun- 
try’s conditions, the rest of the work 
will be a matter of choosing the 
proper methods to clean up. It will 
be necessary to establish various bu- 
reaus, divide the counties into dis- 
tricts and also make divisions in the 
important cities. 

IS HEALTHY COUNTRY. 

“I have no idea how long the or- 
ganization of a public health service 
in Siam will take. But when I am 
through there I expect to spend sev- 
eral years in the Far East in a study 
of tropical diseases and their cure. 
The majority of people think that 
there is a great epidemic of some 
kind raging in Siam because the 
King has decided on a health com- 
mission. But this is a mistake. Siam 
is undoubtedly as healthy as the 
United States.” 

» Mr. Mendelsohn was one of the 
members of the commission sent to 
Serbia in 1914-1915 to assist in erad- 
icating the typhus plague from that 
country. He was attached to the 
Twelfth Serbian Regiment at the 
time of the retreat from Belgrade.

Heavyweights on Beats. 


FIFTY BIG MEN RELIEVE 
POLICE FOR STRIKE DUTY. 


IFTY men who had hopes but 
little prospect of ever becom- 
ing policemen were handed stars 
and authority yesterday, and made 


units of the police department of the 
city. Their presence will relieve 
fifty men from -beats, and these men 
will be sent to the harbor to cope 
with the anarchistic element now 
threatening trouble to the business 
interests through the strike of long- 
shoremen. 

From the report of Lieut. Richard 
Hilf, the majority of persons desir- 
ing to be policemen are fat. He 
inspected the fifty yesterday and 
found none weighing less than 190 
pounds. From that fragile propor- 
tion, they ballooned to the standard 
of the championship, which rested 
on the broad bosom of a recruit 
weighing 341 pounds. 

Another squad of recruits, pro- 


vided for the emergency, will be sum- 


moned to work today, according to' 
the present plans of Chief Snively. 

No violence was attempted by the 
strikers at the harbor yesterday, ac- 
cording to the police, who have the 
situation well in hand. Uniformed 
patrolmen and motorcycle officers 
abound on every hand in the vicinity 
of the various lumber yards, and the 
day passed without demonstrations 
of any kind or interference with the 
men at work. 

Telephone calls from a number of 
the strikers desiring to return to 
work keep the operators of a num- 
ber of the big plants busy. Prom- 
inent lumbermen expressed the 
opinion that at least 75 per cent. of 
the men would return to work under 
the old conditions. 

Armed guards continue to watch 
the plant of the Consolidated Lum- 
ber Company, the only one in full 
operation at present, throughovt the 
night. 


ASK SUBSCRIPTIONS TO 
BARTON MEMORIAL FUND. 


T = Clara Barton ivational 
morial Association, of which 
Mrs. John A. Logan of Wash- 
ington, D. C., is president, pro- 
poses to erect in the capital city 
of the nation, by popular subscrip- 


tion, a memorial to the memory of 
the noble woman, the great Civil 
War nurse, who brought the Red 
Cross to the United States and in 
addition thereto, gave all the years 
of her life to relieving sufferers 
from pestilence, famine, fire and 
flood. 

| - It is planned to raise $200,000, of 
which $27,000 has so far been col- 
lected. It has not been definitely 
decided what form the memorial will

ganizations and sub-committees in 


the larger towns and counties of the 


fostering and rewarding the achieve- 
ments of American women as authors 
of anything for the advancement 
and benefit of mankind. The prize 
to be given will be known as the 
Clara Barton prize. 

An appeal to the people of the 
United States for subscriptions to- 
ward the memorial has been issued 
by Mrs. John A. Logan. This out- 
lines the great work done by this 
courageous, patriotic and faithful 
woman. It speaks of the great 
work she performed during the Civil 
War and of her herculean task aft- 
erward in clearing up the fate of 
40,000 missing men. 

It tells of her success, after ardu- 
ous labor, in obtaining the estab- 
lishment of the Red Cross in this 
country, of her prodigious work in 
Cuba and of the splendid services 
she performed in Europe.

HOARY NET TO © 
CATCH VICTIM. 


Game Lands Him. — 


He Finds Clippings in Place 
of Supposed Money. 


Twenty Similar Swindles in| 
Last Twelve Months. 


After laboring all his life as a 
ranch hand and accumulating’ a 
small amount of money, the promise 
of two swindlers to pay him $1500 
for a few hours’ work was sufficient 
inducement to cause Alois Katzer to 
part with $500 and receive in re- 
turn a new suit case containing an 
assortment of rags and newspapers. 

To the police it was an old story, 
but to the victim of the swindle it 
was the great tragedy of his life. 
Even after the method used to take 
his life savings was shown him. 
Katzer could not realize he had been 
robbed. 

However, the victim showed one 
phase of caution that may be of as- 
sistance to the police; he took the 
numbers on his bills, and this may 
result in the apprehension of the 
thieves. 

A month ago a man supposed to 
be a French-Swiss called on Mr. 
Katzer at his home in Anaheim. The 
stranger gave the name of Deville 
and stated that he was commis- 
sioned to find a certain French priest 
who was to distribute $18,000, the 
property of a Spaniard. Two days 
ago Deville returned to the home of 
Katzer and had with him a mam 
whom he called Juan Rodriguez. 
Rodriguez vaas introduced as the son 
of a wealthy Spaniard who had left 
a large estate, saying in his will 
that $18,000 was to be given to char- 
ity, and that until this was done 
the remainder of the estate could 
not be distributed. Deville ex- 
plained that after a thorough search 
he was unable to find the French 
priest and finally asked Katzer to 
accept the commission of distribut- 
ing the $18,000, for which he would 
get a commission of $1500. 

As is common with all swindles 
of this kind, the victim was told 
that he must deposit $500 as an 
evidence of thrift and good faith. 
He was allowed to place the $500 
in a pocketbook and then place it 
in a suit case with the $18,000. To 
prove their sincerity the swindlers 
allowed Katzer to retain the suit 
case. Yesterday when he opened the 
pocketbook he discovered two 
bills wrapped around a package of 
newspaper clippings, all relating to 
other operations of the gang of 
swindlers. 

This is about the twentieth man 
who has reported a simtlar robbery

“Thirty-five per cent. of the an- 
nual revenues will cover the cost of 
the maintenance, the actual expenses 
of the department. Nearly two- 
thirds of the revenues have gone into 
extensions and improvements.

“We have found out that Roberts 
operated in this city for three or 
four months. The firet intimation 
we had of the swindles was last No- 
vember, but our information was s0 
vague at that time that it required 
a great deal of hard work and pa- 
tient endeavor to gather evidence. 
We corresponded at length with 
Texas officials, but even they were 
quite uncertain at that time as to 
the extent of the frauds. 
“However, the Realty Board com- 
mittee continued its efforts, and one 
by one we found new victims in this 
and other cities. When our com- 
mittee waa finally convinced that the 
whole scheme was a fraud, we asked 
the assistance of the District Attor- 
ney’s office, Which was readily 
granted. Then the question of 
finances, in order to successfully 
carry out the investigation, provide 
for bringing witnesses from other 
States to this city to testify, etc., 
was taken up and the matter was 
presented fully to the Board of Su- 
pervisors. The Supervisors readily 
granted our request for an appro- 
priation of sufficient funds for use 
by the District Attorney, who en- 
tered enthusiastically into the diffi- 
cult work of bringing these offenders 
to justice. . 

“In the various Texas cities which 
we visited in our investigations we 
were given the greatest assistance 
by State and United States authori- 
ties, presidents of banks and title 
companies, and we had a number of 
voluntary offers from men of prom- 
inence to come to Los Angeles to 
testify in the courts concerning these 


, frauds. 
OTHER FRAUDS. 


“In addition to the Texas land 
frauds, Mr. Becker and I were able 
to investigate a number of other 
frauds originated in other States 
which were perpetrated in Los An- 
geles, whereby some of our people 
have been swirdled on fraudulent 
mortgages and other transactions. 
Details of these cases will be an- 
nounced later. 

“The Realty Board has exposed 
many swindles in the past, and it is 
ever alert to protect its own mem- 
bers, all legitimate real estate deal- 
ers and the public at large from 
swindlers, but this is decidedly the. 
largest case of fraud that has yet 
been unearthed, and we hope to 
bring every guilty party connected 
with the frauds to justice.”

Prices are soaring, and there 
‘is no telling where they wili 
stop. Large and small whites, 
which were selling ten days 
ago for $6.50 a hundred, are 
now worth $11.50 to $12. Pink 
beans, which were selling two 
weeks ago for $5, are bring- 
ing $8.50 at the present time. 
Lima, Red Mexican and Man- 
churian beans have all been 
marked up approximately 
$1.50 a sack. 

The reason for this sharp 
advance is the fact that the 
United States government is 
contracting for heavy supplies 
of beans, not only for the use 
of the army itself, but also in 
ease Mexico is conquered and 
this country is forced to feed 
the starving peons. F. E.

Councilmah Wheeler gave the public an 
insight into the official point of view in his 
address at the City Club meeting last Satur- 
day. He told his auditors that it wasn't the 
Council's fault that people were always com- 
ing in and wanting this and that and the 
Other ftmprovement or consideration from 
the city. Whole neighborhoods at a time, 
he declared, descended upon the city au- 
thorities, demanding things. They plead 
so appealingly that it is impossible to 
refuse them. That, to judge from Mr. 
Wheeler's observations, ought to exonerate 
the Council from all responsibility for any- 
thing they might choose to put on the bud- 
get, and, not to be tifair to Mr. Wheeler, 
the same apparent viewpoint is sharei by 
his associates and by the officials all along 
the line. Even Efficiency Director Burks, 
who spoke at the same meeting and who is 
supposed to have reduced municipal sov- 
ernment down to cold, scientific business 
principles, could not conceive of such a 
thing as possible retrenchment in the ‘e- 
partmental budgets. The only effective way 


to reduce expenses in Mr. Burks’s opinion . 


“is to study carefully the problems of or- 
ganization and management in turn to dis- 
cover the means Whereby more service can 
be obtkined for less money.” All this is 
intended to be reassuring, of course, but it 
somehow took all the cheerfulness out of it 
to have the official efficiency expert add that 
the process ‘would “require time and pa- 
tience.” The sore and desperate taxpayers 


of Los Angeles want their relief at once, 


and their patience is exhausted. 

There is only one way by which the 
taxes can now be kept down and that is 
by a trimming of expenses such as has 
never before been witnessed in this city. 
Valuations of property have already been 
fixed at an outrageously high level In many 
parts of the city. It is the rates which are 
yet to be fixed that will actually determiné 
what the taxes will be and those rates will 
depend largely upon what the Council and 
Supervisoré permit to go into the budgets. 
The people have been given ample warning 
as to what may be expected unless they 
take a stand which will compe! their serv- 
ants in office to obey the general demand 
and serve the public interests. The abso- 
lutely uncalled-for -reappraisal scheme 
which has served as the excuse for so much 
of the buck-passing that has followed the 
alarming raising Sf the valuation figures in 
this time when the reverse ought to be the 
case was the first warning. The attitude of 
the officials is another, and the inklings of 
what is golgg on in the budget committees 
are all that is needed to put Los Angeles 
on the defensive. 

Mr. Wheeler in publicly confessing how 
vulnerable the officials are to the species of 
argument that descends upon them in the 
form of delegations and noise, has confirmed 
and driven home a suggestion often made in 


The Times. This newspaper has repeatedly. 


urged the taxpayers to go in person, as in- 
dividuals and delegations, to the officials 
and to raise hob before the taxes were 
fixed, Instead of afterward, when it is too 
late. Those with schemes for spending the 
public moneys are never at a loss, as Mr. 
Wheeler has shown. 

Mass meetings and property owners’ 
leagues invoked by the kinds of newspapers 
that see in every public crisis only the ex- 
cuse and opportunity to make a noise and 
advertise themselves are hardly calculated 
to have much weight. The public and the 
officials alike always see in these exploita- 
tion plans the opportunist schemes of their 
originators and are prone to judge them 
accordingly. The property owners of Los 
Angeles held mass meeting enough at the 
polis in the last election, when they over 
whelmingly voted down every bond issue on 
the ballot. If the Assessors or the City 
Counctl and the Board of Supervisors are 
still too blind to see and understand the 
feelings of the people, there remains only 
the kind of coercion so Iflluminatingly re- 
vealed by Mr. Wheeler. The one way to 
make our officials see the light apparently 
is to get them cornered and read them the 
riot act, and that is what you will have 
to do, Mr. Taxpayer!

HE LONGSHOREMAN’S STRIKE 

Union labor hag reluctantly taken coun- 

sel of such remnants of wisdom as escaped 
the domination of Gompers, and has aban- 
doned the Wilmington attempt to force the 
closed shop upon Los Angeles. The ex- 
pressed readiness of Chief Snively to place 
500 special policemen at Los Angeles Har- 
bor, with or without provision for their pay- 
ment being made by the City Council, con- 
tributed to this result and saved us from 
such a surrender to mob domination as has 
disgraced San Francisco. ee: 

In that unfortunate city the activities of 
the harbor have been suspended, only a 
few employers having exhibited the courage 
to employ non-union men to take the place 
of the strikers. The demand for increased 
wages was in a few instances granted, but 
when to this was added the demand that 
only members of a labor union should be 
employed, the employers preferred to sus- 
pend business. 

The San Francisco strike was ordered by 
the Longshoremen’s Association in brazen 
repudiation of the terms of the contract of 
December 23, 1915, witnessed by the United 
States Commissioner of Conciliation. The 
terms of that contract were that it should 
continue in effect until either party should 
give notice in writing to the other party of 
a desire to have the same cha Such 
notice to be given at least sixty days prior 
to said change going into effect. 7 

The Longshoremen’s Union of San Fran- 
cisco broke this contract lagt month and 
ordered a strike without notice. The em- 
ployers presented the facts to Secretary of 
Labor Wilson. The action of the labor 
union was too raw even for that ally of 
Gompers, and he wired the Longshoremen’s 
Union as follows: 

“The statement that you are not pro- 
posing to change the agreement, but to 
cancel it, deceives no one. You cannot 
eancel such an agreement without 
changing it to something else. . ; 
No union can long exert an influence 
for good which deliberately violates its 
contract for temporary gain. Where the 
honor and integrity of any union can be 
justly assailed on the grounds of bad 
faith, a serious injury is done to the fu- 
ture welfare of the wage-workers every- 
where, either union or non-unfon. The 
average workingman has little ‘else to 
lose than his honor and integrity. When 
that is gone he is in a sorry plight 
indeed. May I not, therefore, earnestly 
urge you, and through you the mem- 
bers of your union, to return to work 
under the terms of the contract of De- 
cember 23, 1915, and pending the no- 
tice provided for in the contract allow 
the Department of Labor to use its good 
offices in bringing about an adjustment 
of any just grounds for dispute. 

The appeal of Secretary Wilson to the 
“honor and integrity” of the San Fran- 
cisco labor bosses was as futile as would 
have been an appeal to the devil to dis- 
continue sending men to steal and lie. His 
appeal fell upon stony ground, for the mis- 
guiders of union labor have no honor and 
integrity to be appealed to. 

Many years ago, when Dennis Kearney 
tireatened to lead his sand-lotters to a de- 
struction of the warehouses and offices of 
the Southern Pacific Company, the mer- 
chants of San Francisco organized a “pick- 
handle brigade” to protect the railroad prop- 
erty, and the courage of the sand-lotters 
oozed out at their fingers’ ends. It is to 
be regretted that the San Franciscans of 
today did not possess the spirit of their 
forbears, for their submission to union labor 
dictation while it will not in the least aid 
the foolish strikers, but will on the con- 
trary bring idleness and want to them, will 
inflict an injury, has indeed already in- 
flicted an injury upon the Bay City, the na 
tional loss of which will be counted by 
millions of dollars, and the moral wounds 
of which may not be healed for years.

New Thread Material. 


[Pittsburgh Dispatch:] ‘Thread 
and filament of a practical, usable 
kind can be made from the stalk of 
the common, and in Germany very 
plentiful, lupine, a legume belonging 
to the alfalfa family. Two men who 
have made the discovery after care- 
ful investigations and a captain who 
has perfected a machine for the 
process have taken out patents and 
the Prussian Ministry of Agriculture 
has issued an appeal to farmers to 
plant as much lupine as possible 
this coming sprine. 

The discovery is especially wel- 
come at this time when thread is 
searce. It is the more so since ex- 
periments have proven that the best 
thread from the lupine comes from 
the mature plant, which means that 
the lupine culture will not have to 
be checked at the expense of the 
seed in order to obtain thread. Nor 
does threshing injure the thread 
part of the stalk in the. least. 

Capt. von Bluecher’s machine, . 
just invented, can be moved from 
farm to farm, much as a threshing 
machine is moved, so that the lupine 
grown on each estate can be han- 
dled there without any transporta- 
tion difficulties. After the thread 
material has been extracted from 
the stalk the remainder is available 
as straw for bedding, etc. 

As a further advantage the two 
kinds of lupine prevailing in Ger- 
many will grow in almost any kind 
of soil, but especially in sandy, dry 
places such as abound in the east- 
ern part of Germany and which can 
be used for hardly anything else. 
Besides the thread material from the 
stalk, the plants’ seeds yield oil and 
its roots nitrogen.

National Editorial Service. 
THE BRAINS OF THE ARMY. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMMS] 
BY COL. EDWIN F. GLENN, 
Chief of Staff of the Department of 
the East, United States Army. 

E NEED in this country to- 

day a minimum of 50,000 

trained commissioned off- 
cers for adequate national defense 
and we have less than 15,000. There 
are 4810 in the regular army, 8705 in 
the National Guard, and something 
less than 1000 listed as reserves. Not 
to exceed 50 per cent. of these will 
be available without further train- 


ing. 

At the close of our Civil War we 
had approximately 55,000 officers in 
northern and southern armies. When 
it began we had about 2000. Due 
to this shortage and the acceptance 
of adventurers from other. nations 
there was excessive and unpardon- 
able confusion and delay in organ- 
izing our volunteer armies, extrav- 
agance and waste in their equipment 
and criminal loss of life among our 
troops. This was less marked in the 
South than in the North because of 
the existence of military schools in 
that section. 

Great Britain, with @ much larger 
army (regular and territorial) than 
our own, ts still greatly handicapped 
by the lack of experienced officers to 
train their. new contingents and 
later to lead them tn campaign. The 
great advantage, in fact, the neces- 
sity for having carefully selected 
and experienced officers, a well-. 
digested plan of progressive instruc- 
tion and complete equipment for 
training new contingents has been 
proved by the Plattsburgh training 
camps. Untrained Americans are 
rapidly advanced toward efficiency 
for service in the ranks. It has been 
repeatedly demonstrated, at home 
and abroad, that lacking intensive 
methods unhampered by outside dis- 
tractions, training may be greatly 
extended without assurance of equal 
dependability. 

We still adhere to the volunteer 
system of defense, which is antt- 
quated and inherently defective. 
Modern war does not await the con- 
venience of the weak. The strong 
military nation strikes suddenly and 
hard. If we wish to avoid humilia- 
tion and disaster we must guard our 
vitals against the first shock. This 
necessitates immediate organization 
of our resources In men and mate- 
rial, the ability to mobilize the or- 
ganized troops and reserves, and 
means for training promptly large 
bodies of volunteers. This cannot be 
done without available and expe 
rienced officers. 

In the fiscal year commencing July 
1 next there will be required the ap- 
pointment of 1590 officers to fill the 
vacancies of those promoted, and for 
the following four years there will 
be approximately 750 vacancies per 
year. These figures represent the 
minimum, since no account is taken 
of vacancies due to retirements, 


and other casualties. 


These vacancies are to be filled: 
First, by graduates of the Military 
Academy at West Point, N. Y.; sec- 
ond, by promotions of enlisted men: 
third, by appointment of members of 
officers’ reserve corps; fourth, by ap- 
pointment of officers of the National 
Guard; fifth, by honor graduates 
from distinguished colleges; and 
sixth, from civil life. 

West Point does not today furnish 
50 per cent. of our regular officers 
and will furnish a less percentage in 
future even with its increased capac- 
ity. The National Guard will have 
greatly increased demands for offi- 
cers to command their own in- 
creased numbers, so that the prin- 
cipal sources of the supply will nec- 
essarily be from the others men- 
tioned, Le., the ranks of the army, 
the officers’ reserve corps, the honor 
graduate of colleges and from civil 
life. These classes will be required 
to ma@ke special preparation under 
regulations to be promulgated by the 
War Department, and it is safe to 
state that where an examination is 
required it will be thorough and will 
demand an education equivalent to 
oe least two years in a first-class col- 
ege. 

Those who desire to equip them- 
selves for efficient service of their 
country in case of war without 
adopting the military profession can 
join the officers’ reserve corps. 
The President is authorized to ap- 
point to this corps such civilians as 
shall, upon examination prescribed, 
be found physically, mentally and 
morally qualified. Commissions can 
be issued up to and including the 

grade of major, with suitable limifta- 
tions as to age for each grade and 
for_.promotion to a higher grade 
upon examination. In time of peace 
these reserve officers can be or- 
dered for training with full pay for 
fifteen days annually and for longer 
periods with the consent of the offi- 
cer. When hostilities threaten they 
may be ordered to duty and at- 
tached to organizations of the reg- 
ular army or volunteers. : 

This bill takes a great step in ad- 
vance toward preparedness for the 
contingency of war. Its provision 
will tax our volunteer system be 
yond any measure heretofore pro 
vided in our country in time of 
peace. That it can be depended 
upon for the modest requirements 
of this legislation many students of 
our military history very much 
doubt. But so long as the nation 
adheres to this system it is clearly 
the. duty of every citizen to carry 
out the will of the people as ex- 
pressed by Congress and make it as 
effective as possible.

OPINIONS NOT WANTED. 


Judge Bledsoe Makes Ruling in So- 
called Oil Fraud Cases that will 
have Far-reaching Effect on 
Character of Evidence 

Offered. 


United States District Judge Biled- 
soe made a ruling in favor of the 
defendant yesterday in the Southern 
Pacific oll cases, that is likely to 
have a far-reaching effect in the 
marshaling of further evidence in 
what are known as the “fraud” 

The witness was W. W. Spinks, an 
early oil operator, who sunk the 
first well in the eastern field, in the 
vicinity of Coalinga. He was asked 
what in his opinion was the extent 
of the oil pool in what is known as 
the Ol City field. Objection was 
raised to an answer to the question 
jand sustained. 

Judge Bledsoe held that it was 
necessary to. show what the South- 
ern Pacific authorities knew about 
the oil character of the land, not 
what this or that witness might en- 
tertain as an opinion. 

As the charge against the South- 
ern Pacific alleges fraud in the mat- 
ter of securing patents to certain 
land, the government must now 
, demonstrate what the road knew 
about the mineral character of the 
land in question. It is also likely to 
reduce in bulk the evidence to be 
furnished by the government.

ORDER PROVES NO BENEFIT. 
TO ACCUSED BANDIT. 


Jury Soon Returns Verdict of 

Guilty Against Second of Quar- 

tette Charged as Auto Hold-ups. 

Two More Trials Before Any are 

Sentenced. | 

“Tapped wire” testimony did not 
get very far in the court of Judge 
Willis yesterday during the hearing 
wt the Robert Burns case. It was in- 
troduced by Patrolman William 
Mann, who was called to the stand 
by Deputy District Attorney Shelley 
and testified that he had listened 
over the wires connecting with the 
apartments of the alleged auto ban- 
adits. 

“On ome occasion I heard John 
Fleming talking with a party strange 
to me.

WANT NO RAISE 
TAX RATES. 


Register a Protest. 


Two Letters are Received by’ 
the Supervisors. 


Association Cites’ Declines in 
Property Values. 


The Industrial Section Association 
yesterday filed a letter with the 
Board of Supervisors opposing an in- 
crease of tax rates in the industrial 
section of the city. Another letter 
of similar import was written by’ 
the G. D. Robertson Company, Inc., 
and both missives were ordered into 
the letter cabinets for future refer- 
ence, if necessary. : 

The letter of the Industrial Asso- 
ciation was brought in by a com- 
mittee consisting of W. C. Kennedy 
of the Baker Iron Works, Waller 
Taylor of the Llewellyn Iron Works 
and John Kahn of the Kahn-Beck 
Company. It called attention to the 
fact that property in the industrial 
section of the city has decreased, 
rather than increased in value, ow- 
ing to the removal of a number of 
the largest plants to Vernon and 
Torrance, and the general vacation 
of the district during the past year. 

“Properties have actually declined 
in value, more vacancies being re- 


lowered from time to time,” reads 
the communication. “The assessing 
of the actual value as a tax rating 
is excessive and this procedure has 
been followed.”’ 

The communication from the Rob- 
ertson company is to the effect that 
the rates should be continued the 
same this year as last, rather than 
increased, as proposed by new valua- 
tions, that are considered too high. 


SAYS ITS POPPYCOCK. 


Report that He has Large Sum of 
Money to Send Mexicans Back 
to Their Country is Branded 

as Ide by Carranza’s — 


Enrique A. Gonzales, local Mex- 
ican Consul, yesterday branded as 


“poppycock” the report that he has 
$40,000 of his government's funds 
with which to send Mexican citizens 
now in Los Angeles back to their 
native country. 

“I have issued a circular through- 
out Southern California urging my 
countrymen to refrain from  vio- 
lence and keep cool during this 
crisis,” Mr. Gonzales said. “I do not 
anticipate any trouble whatsoever in 
Los Angeles. 

“All Mexicans in Southern Cali- 
fornia have been urged to register 
at the consulate so that I may 
know who is entitled to the protec- 
tion of the Consul. A few are going 
back to Mexico every day. but it is 
a normal number, and in other times 
would not be noticed. The report 
that I have received money from 
my government to send back men 
for the army is plain ‘poppycock.’”

Action Recalis Santa Monica Sensa- 
tion, When Mayor Received 
Threatening Letter and the 
Writer Arrested Failed ‘ 
to Appear for Trial.

SMUGGLING TALES MANY 


But Customs Officials Fail to Find 
Any Authenticated Cases Where 
Arms and Munitions Have 
Been Run Across Line 
Into Mexico. 


Constant reports of the successful 
smuggling of arms and ammunition 
into Mexico are being received at 


the office of the collector of customs 
here, and one story is hardly investi- 
gated and exploded until another 
springs up. 

Yesterday a rumor that twenty- 
five cases of ammunition, supposedly 
purchased here, had been sent across 
the border from a station of the 
Southern Pacific, was under investi- 
gation. 

The story that machine guns and 
ammunition had been taken by 
automobile trucks from Los Angeles 
across the line at Tecate, Lower Cal- 
ifornia, was further looked into, and 
it developed that there were no 
facts to substantiate the report.

About the 
only excitement along the boundary 
line the past week, he stated, was 
caused by the fake yarn that No- 
gales had been captured by the 
Mexicans. 


DEFENSE NEARS , 
END OF CASE. 


May Complete Evidence To- 
* day in Union Oil Trial. 


Lyman Stewart Tells Further 
of De Sabla Option. 
Bible Institute Given Less 
Than a Million. 


The defense expects to complete 
its evidence today in the trial of the 
suit to dissolve the two holding com- 
panies of the Union Oil Company. 

*Much of the testimony yesterday 
still bore on the contribution to the 
Bible Institute, being the proceeds 


of the De Sabla option. Lyman 
Stewart, In his testimony a few days 
ago, showed that he had had a con- 
ference with Philip Wells, business 
manager of the Bible Institute, who 
had prepared a statement of the ac- 
count between the Bible Institute 
and the trustees who received the 
option proceeds. This statement, it 
seems, was drawn up last Saturday. 

Mr. Stewart was asked yesterday 
what happened at this conference. 
He said his purpose in going over the 
statement was to protect the Bible 
Institute. The newspapers, he said, 
stated that the institute got $1,000,- 
000 out of the option. As a matter of 
fact, the statement prepared by Mr. 
Wells showed that the sum was 
$780,000. Even that was too large, 
Mr. Stewart said, and he explained 
by saying that while the books 
showed that the institute received 
upwards of $900,000, part of that 
sum was the earnings of securities 
turned over to the institute from the 
option proceeds, while other securi- 
ties were not worth their face value. 

Mr. Stewart said there was no 
connection between his personal set- 
tlement in undertaking to have re- 
turned to the institute the proceeds 
of the option received by members 
of the Stewart family and the pub- 
lished statement of John Garrigues, 
former treasurer of the Union Oil 
Company. The settlement was made 
January 5, last, and Mr. Garrigues’ 
statement was on the following day. 

Other witnesses examined yester- 
day were L. P. St. Clair, president 
of the Independent Oil Producers’ 
Agency, and W. R. Staats. The for- 
mer told about the meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the agency 
in September, 1914, at which Mr. 
Garrigues stated why he came to 
California, naming the four great 
purposes already referred to, and 
stating further that he made more 
money than any other seven men in 
California. 

Mr. Staats, a director of the Union 
Oil Company, testified to numerous 
transactions by the Union Oil Com- 
pany. His was similar to 
that given by Frank Garbutt, J. 8.
